Preface 

A GREAT deal may be expected from a Dickens Dictionary 
which has no legitimate place in it. One writer looks to it 
to define the term "waterman" ; as well as to explain what 
Dickens intended by a " cab." I have the hope that some 
day I may complete a Dickens Encyclopaedia which would 
appropriately contain all such matters. But my aim in 
the compilation of this Dictionary has been to present a 
concise guide to the characters and the scenes in the works 
of our great novelist in a form as complete as possible. I 
have kept these two points consistently before me, but I 
am well aware that many errors both of omission and com- 
mission exist- in the work. I am comforted, however, by the 
knowledge that the work has been only partially attempted 
before, and even then with many imperfections. At the 
same time, I shall be grateful for information or any sug- 
gestions that will enable me to improve any future edition 
of the " Dictionary." 

One of the greatest difficulties in the compilation of 
the work has been the separation of the characters and 
places from the casual comparative allusions with which 
the novels and, more particularly, the Miscellaneous Papers 
abound. Nothing germane has been intentionally omitted, 
but the Dictionary does not pretend to be an index or a 
concordance. 

It was originally intended that the " Dictionary " should 
contain a large amount of descriptive topography. But 
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while the places mentioned in the works are undergoing con- 
stant change (in fact many of them are even now quite 
unrecognisable), the works themselves are always the same, 
and it seemed advisable therefore to limit the scope of the 
" Dictionary " to the works themselves rather than to 
render it prematurely out-of-date by the inclusion of tem- 
porary information. 

The explanation is necessary to understand the arrange- 
ment of the " Dictionary," but a short description may 
save some time in the case of occasional references. The 
entries are arranged as far as possible in alphabetical order. 
I say as far as possible, because numerous entries under words 
such as " Boy " make it impossible to select an alphabetical 
order that will commend itself to every reader. The de- 
scriptive passage beneath the entry is taken from the novel 
or work. The note descriptive of the place of the character, 
or of the place, as the book progresses, follows in smaller 
type preceded by the word " note." Following this, in- a 
different style of type, is the original where a prototype is 
known. These are due sometimes to my own investigation, 
but in the majority of cases they are collected from a variety 
of sources. Even if they are unlikely they are mentioned, 
but with a caution as to their reliability. The works I 
have drawn upon are too numerous for individual mention, 
and include a very large number of miscellaneous cuttings 
from periodicals of all kinds. 

I have endeavoured to include the whole of Dickens' 
works except the Letters, and " A Child's History of Eng- 
land." The former were not written for publication, and 
the latter is obviously unsuited for dissection. I have not 
included " To be Read at Dusk," but have adopted the 
standard of " Miscellaneous Papers " — that valuable collec- 
tion of fugitive pieces gathered together on the authority 
of the " Household Words ' contributors' book,' " etc. 
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A Bibliography of Dickens would have been a valuable 
feature no doubt, but it would have been too extensive 
for inclusion in the present compilation. I hope, however, 
to be able to produce it at no very distant date. 

I have to offer my most sincere thanks to Mr. B. W. Matz 
for his great kindness, and for his assistance in reading 
through the whole of the proof sheets, as well as for the 
many valuable suggestions he has made during the course 
of the work.

Synopses of the Various Works 

^ Sketches by Boz. (Published in volume form 1836.) 

A series of papers of a humorous character dealing witli life and scenes, 

chiefly in tlie Metropohs, as tliey were, for the most part, at the time of 

publication and the earher part of the nineteenth century. They first 
■ appeared in the Monthly Magazine aiid the Morning and Evening Chronicle. 

They are arranged in sections, opening with Our Parish and continuing 

successively with Scenes, Characters, and Tales. 

Sunday under three Heads. (Published 1836.) 

Sunday — As it is : As SalDbath Bills would make it : As it might be 
made. 

; Posthumous Papers of the Pickwick Club. (Pubhshed in volume form 1837.) 
After the first chapter the Club scarcely reappears until its interment 
at the end of the book. The narrative has no plot, and chronicles the 
doings of the Corresponding Members of the Club, the central figure of 
whicli is Mr. Pick\\dck. Mr. Pickwick, accompanied by Tupman, Snod- 
grass and Winkle, makes an excursion, in the interests of research, into Kent. 
They meet Jingle, and through this chance acquaintanceship they encounter 
the first " real " adventure to the party. On this occasion they encounter 
Mr. Wardle, and accept his invitation to the Manor Farm, Dingley Dell. 
During their too great enthusiasm for sport, rather greater than their skill. 
Winkle ^\•ings Tupman. Tupman retires and is nursed by Miss Wardle, 
when he falls under the spell of her charms. Jingle again turns up and 
cleverly puts Tupman out of court and elopes with Miss Wardle. They 
are pursued by Mr. Wardle, who is accompanied by Mr. Pickwick. They 
elude their pursuers on the road, but are discovered at the White Hart Inn in 
the Borough, where Jingle is induced to relinquish his claims on the lady for 
a monetary consideration. Here Mr. Pickwick finds Sam Weller and attaches 
him to his service. In announcing the change to his landlady, Mr. Pickwick 
falls into the greatest adventure in the book, viz., the breach of promise 
case Bardell v. Pickwick. ])uring the progress of the preliminaries of 
the case Mr. Pickwick and his friends make other excursions : to Eatanswill ; 
to Bury St. Edmunds ; to Dingley Dell again ; to Ipswich ; and back 
again to Dingley Dell. Mr. Pickwick loses his case and Mrs. Bardell is 
awarded £750 damages. Mr. Pickwick refuses to pay, and in the interval 
tliat elapses between the finding of the jury and liis commitment to prison 
he and his friends visit Bath. The Bath visit is full of interest, the most 
important event being Mr. Winkle's adventure with Mrs. Dowlcr in the sedan- 
chair. Mr. Pickwick enters tlie Fleet Prison and Sam arranges for his 
own arrest so that he may still attend his master. Jingle and Trotter

are found in a state of destitution in the prison. Mr. Pickwick befriends 
them and assists them to emigrate. As Messrs. Dodson and Fogg are unable 
to get their costs from Mr. Pickwick they imprison Mrs. Bardell. Mr. 
Pickwick is prevailed upon bj^ the plight of his late landlady to pay the 
costs in the case and in return obtains a release. During this time Winkle 
has succeeded in marrying Arabella Allen. Snodgrass and Emily Wardle 
are married at the house at Dulwich, to which Mr. PickAnck retires. Sam 
and Mary accompany him.

t^ Adventures of Oliver Twist. (Pubhshed in volume form 1838.) 

The object of this book was to show " the principle of good surviving 
through every adverse circumstance." Oliver is born in a workhouse 
and named Ohver Twist by the Parish Beadle. His mother dies without 
reveahng anything of her history, and Ohver becomes a workhouse brat, 
at first farmed out and then returned to the workhouse. He is apprenticed 
to an undertaker named Sowerberry. He fights, and beats, Noah Claypole, 
the other apprentice ; this calls down the wrath of the powers and Oliver 
runs away to London. On the road he falls in with the Artful Dodger, who 
shares his food Mith him and then takes him to Fagin. The first time 
Oliver goes out with Fagin's boys on the " pinching lay " he is arrested 
for a theft he did not commit. He is only released on the testimony of 
the Bookstall Keeper. Mr. Brownlow, the old gentleman whose pocket 
had been picked, takes him home ^^•ith him and has him cared for. When 
on an errand for his benefactor he is recaptured by Fagin's gang. He 
is then forced to take part in the housebreaking expedition to Mrs. Maylie's 
house at Chertsey. He raises the alarm, however, but is wounded, and is 
found next morning at the Mayhes' house. His story is credited, and with 
the assistance of Dr. Losberne the Bow Street runners are deceived. Fagin 
and Monks hunt out Oliver's sanctuary and plan his recapture. But Nancy, 
who has been stricken -s^-ith remorse, reveals everything to Rose Mayhe. 
Nancy is murdered by Bill Sikes for this. Sikes accidentally hangs him- 
self over the Folly Ditch in his attempt to escape, and the gang is broken 
up. Fagin is executed. Charlie Bates turns over a new leaf and becomes 
a farmer. Claj^oole turns evidence and becomes a paid informer with 
the assistance of Charlotte. It transpires that Monks and Ohver are half- 
brothers, and the fonner has been endeavouring to make the boy a criminal, 
to prevent his inheriting under their father's will. Rose Maylie turns 
out to be the sister of Oliver's mother. Monks goes abroad Adth the por- 
tion that has been given him, but dies in prison in a state of poverty. Rose 
marries Harrj^ JMajdie, who takes a country parish. Mr. BroA^-nlow again 
takes Ohver under his protection. Bumble and his wife are left inmates 
of the workhouse, where they had so long lorded it over the former inmates.

^Life and Adventures of Nicholas Nickleby. (Published in volume form 1839.) 
Like Oliver Tivist, Nicholas Nickleby contains a purpose, viz., the exposure 
of " farming " schools where young children were taken for a small fee 
and were underfed and cruelly treated, w^hich at that time were remarkably 
common in Y^orkshire. Nicholas, his mother, and his sister Kate, come 
to London relj-ing on the assistance of Ralph Nickleby, when the death 
of Nicholas' father leaves them almost penniless. Ralph is a miserable 
miser, but he secures the post of usher in one of the Yorkshire schools for 
Nicholas ; and places Kate with Madame Mantalini. Nicholas is unable 
to adapt himself to the conditions of the school and leaves the place, accom- 
panied by the poor drudge Smike, after soundly thrashing Squeers the 
schoolmaster. Nicholas and Smike travel to London, assisted by John 
Browdie. There they are befriended by Newman Noggs and Nicholas 
becomes tutor to the Kenwigses children. As Ralph Nickleby threatens 
to do nothing more for Kate and her mother unless Nicholas leaves London, 
he and Smike go to Portsmouth. They there meet Mr. Vincent Crummies, 
the head of a mediocre theatrical company, " and go on the stage" with some 
success. An urgent letter from Newman Noggs recalls them to London. 
In the meantime Kate has gone from the Mantalini establishment and 
entered the household of the Wititterty's. She is molested by Hawk and 
Verisopht, chents of Ralph Nickleby. Nicholas overhears a conversation 
in a public place in which Lord Hawk disparages Kate, and thrashes him, 
Nicholas, Kate, and their mother then decline to have anything more 
to do with Ralph, and Nicholas secures a berth with the Cheeryble brothers. 
Squeers recaptures Smike, but John Browdie again befriends him and he 
escapes. Ralph and Squeers concoct a plot to get Smike from his pro- 
tectors by putting forward Snawley as Smike's father, but they are frus- 
trated. Nicholas falls in love with Madeline Bray, and Frank Cheeryble 
^\vith Kate Nickleby. Ralph and Gride endeavour to ruin Madeline by 
forcing her to marry Gride, who wants her property. At the last moment 
Nicholas prevents this. Smike dies. Ralph discovers that he has been 
persecuting his own son, and this, together Anth the failure of his other 
schemes and monetary losses, preys on his mind until he hangs himself. 
Gride's old woman servant robs him and is in turn robbed by Squeers, who 
is eventually landed in prison. Through the intercession of the Cheeryble 
brothers Frank marries Kate, and Nicholas weds Madehne.. The end 
of the story, so far as the other characters are concerned, is quickly told. 
Dotheboys' Hall School is broken up. Newman Noggs recovers himself. 
Lord Verisopht dies at the hands of Hawk, who flies to the Continent. 
Vincent Crummies has come to London and then goes to America. Lillyvick 
returns to the bosom of the Kenwigses family ; his wiio, formerly Miss 
Petowker, leaves him in favour of a half-pay captain. 
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The Old Curiosity Shop. (Published in volume form 1841.) 

This, Dickens's fourth novel, first appeared in Master Humphrey's Clock I 
(18iO-l.) The central figure is that of Little Nell. She is first seen in her Uncle's \ 
shop — the Old Curiosity Shop — where she appears to be responsible for 
the whole household management, although she is only a child. Her uncle, 
with a feverish desire to accumulate a fortune for his httle niece, is secretly 
visiting the gaming tables. He loses more than he wins and borrows money 
from Quilp, the evil dwarf. Quilp eventually " closes do'SATi " and sells 
up the shop. Nell and her grandfather leave secretly, to escape the dwarf, 
and in their long and wearisome journey meet many people and experience 
strange adventures. They are being searched for by the brother of Nell's 
grandfather, but, as they are being hunted by Quilp, and the fear of him 
is constantly before them, they are always moving on and endeavouring to 
cover their traces. They are ultimately discovered in a little village where 
they have been befriended by the schoolmaster they had met on their 
travels, who had then become the parish clerk. When they are found 
Nell has just died broken in health, but not in spirit. Her death shatters 
^^•hat remains of her grandfather, and shortly after he, too, is found lying 
dead on her grave. Running parallel with this, the central theme of the 
story, is another thread of less importance. Kit Nubbles was shop boy 
at the Old Curiosity Shop, and when that is disposed of he enters the service 
of the Garlands. A false charge is proffered against him by Sampson 
Brass, but he is liberated from prison through the instrumentality of the 
Marchioness, the maid-of -all- work at, the Brass's, and Dick Swiveller, who 
was the friend of Nell's brother and had been employed by Sampson at 
the instance of Quilp. Dick Swiveller marries the Marchioness. Kit 
marries Barbara. Quilp is found dead on the river bank and his wiie 
marries again on the strength of his money. Sampson and Sally Brass 
become outcasts. 

Pic Nic Papers. (By various writers. Edited by Dickens) (Pubhshed 1841.)

Barnaby Rudge. (Pubhshed in volume form 1841.) 

This also appeared first in Master Huni'phreif s Clock. The story opens 
some five years before the Gordon Riots in 1788 at the Maypole Inn. 
The circumstance, embracing the murder of Reuben Haredale and the 
missing gardener and steward, leading up to the main theme of the story 
are here related. Mrs. Rudge and Barnaby leave the neighbourhood of 
Chigwell to escape a mysterious stranger. Geoffrey Haredale, brother 
of Reuben, who succeeds to the estates, is suspected of the murder. His 
daughter Emma falls in love with Edward Chester, the son of Sir John 
Chester, the villain of the story. The respective fathers, although enemie's, 
unite in an attempt to prevent the lovers marrying. Joe Willet, son of the 
landlord of the Maypole, is in love with Dolly Varden, daughter of Gabriel 
Varden, the locksmith, but the machinations of Sir Jolin Cliester ruin this 
love aftair also. Joe " takes the shilling " and leaves the country. Just 
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before the riots Barnaby and his mother enter London in the hope of being 
lost sight of, but the stranger discovers them. Barnaby, a lialf-witted but 
harmless boy, is drawn into the excitement without any clear understanding 
of what it is all about. The effects of the riots are disastrous for some 
of the characters of the story. Mr. Haredale's home, the " Warren," is 
burnt down. And eventually Sir John Chester is killed in a duel by Geoffrey 
Haredale, who then enters a convent. The mysterious visitor to Mrs. Rudge 
is discovered to be her husband, who had murdered not only Keuben Hare- 
dale but also the gardener. He is afterwards executed. Maypole Hugh, 
the illegitimate son of Sir J. Chester ; Simon Tappertit, Gabriel Varden's 
apprentice ; Dennis the hangman and others all take a part in the riots. 
[Hugh and Dennis are hanged. Barnaby is released by the efforts of his 
jfriends. Simon loses his legs, becomes a shoeblack and marries. Miggs, 
jwho had been an undesired admirer of Simon, leaves the service of Mrs. 
[Varden and becomes a wardress. Mrs. Varden herself becomes some- 
|what more of a model wife when she was no longer under the domination 
of Miggs. Joe Willet returns from the American Revolution with the 
loss of an arm in time to assist in the discovery of Emma Haredale 
and Dolly Varden. Emma and Edward are married, and Joe and Dolly 
make another couple. Joe succeeds his father in the Maypole Inn near 
by where Barnaby and his mother spend the rest of their lives on the farm 
with the animals Barnaby loves so much. 

American Notes. (Pubhshed in volume form 1842.) 

A discursive account of the author's first visit to the States. 

A Christmas Carol in Prose. (Pubhshed 1843. Now included in Christmas 
Books.) 
Depicts the change wrought in the nature of Ebenezer Scrooge, a hard- 
hearted miser, by the revelations of the spirits in a dream. 

Life and Adventures of Martin Chuzzlewit. (Pubhshed in volume form 
1844.) 
]\Ir. Pecksniff was an architect living near Salisbury. He makes his 
living by taking pupils at a premium of £500. To him comes Martin 
Chuzzlewit Junior, who has quarrelled with his uncle of the same name. 
The immediate cause of the rupture is Mary Graham, a sweet girl com- 
panion and attendant to Old Martin, with whom young Martin, has fallen 
in love. Pecksniff is a canting hypocrite believing that by sheltering 
the young man he will advance his own ends. Old Martin, however, causes 
his nephew to be turned out, and in turn becomes an inmate of Pecksniff's 
house ; the architect, thinking in this way to do still better for himseK 
with regard to the old man's money. Pecksniff has two daughters, Mercy and 
Charity, and a devoted attendant, Tom Pinch. When young Martin leaves 
the house he goes to London in company with Mark Tapley ; from there 
they go to America, where they meet with all sorts of adventures and nearly 
die of fever at Eden, where they have bought a plot of land. During their 
absence Pecksniff appears to have obtained complete control of Old Martin. 
Jonas Chuzzlewit, son of Anthony Chuzzlewit, a brother of old Martin, 
marries Mercy Pecksniff. Desiring his father's death he attempts to poison 
him. His design is frustrated, however, though Anthony dies and Jonas 
believes his scheme has been successful. Jonas invests his money in the 
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Anglo -Bengalee Life Insurance Company and becomes a director. The 
company is a fraudulent one, and the promoter, Montague Tigg, in the 
interest of his own pocket, obtains a hold upon Jonas by discovering, 
through the instrumentality of a spy, the suspicious circumstances of An- 
thony's death. Pecksniff is persuaded by Jonas to put liis money into the 
concern. Jonas murders Montague Tigg and hopes to bury all knowledge 
of his former attempted crime. WTiile these events have been going on 
in London, affairs have been rapidly nearing a head in Pecksniff's home. 
Pecksniff proposes to marry Marj^ Graham. Tom Pinch at last discovers 
Ills employer's baseness and is dismissed. He also goes to London, where 
he visits Jolm Westlock, who had been one of Pecksniff's pupils immediately 
before young Martin went to his kinsman. Tom and his sister, who had 
been a governess, set up housekeeping ; and Tom obtains the appoint- 
ment of hbrarian to some one whose identity is liidden from him. The 
threads of the storj^ are unravelled as follows : Martin (the uncle) reveals 
himself as the benefactor of Tom Pinch, and denounces Pecksniff as a 
scoundrel. The revelation takes place in the room where Tom has been 
at work on his books, and the result is a general reconcihation. ^lartin 
is taken back to favour and marries Mary Graham ; John Westlock marries 
Ruth Pinch ; ]Mark Tapley marries the landlady of the Blue Dragon. Ton- 
Pinch is attached to Old Martin. Merc}^ whose husband (Jonas) poisonec 
himself on the way to prison after the exposure of liis villanies, is watched 
over by old Martin who becomes ih&deiisex machina. Charity is desertec 
at the foot of the altar and returns to her father. Pecksniff, after th( 
loss of his money, becomes an outcast and hves as much as possible or 
the money he can squeeze from Tom Pinch. Throughout the story Bailey 
Poll Sweedlepipe, ]Mrs. Gamp, and Betsey Prig, with ]\Iould the undertaker 
make frequent spasmodic appearances, but they are not essential to thi 
plot. 

The Chimes. (Pubhshed 1844. Xow included in Christmas Books.) 

The Chimes has a somewhat similar moral to that of the Christm 
Carol. Toby Veck takes the place of Scrooge, and in a dream is tak 
up to the belfry, where the bells take facial expression, and the gobhn 
the great Bell appoints the Spirit of the Chimes to show him pict 
of the future. These are, however, only pictures, although Toby profit* 
by their lessons. 

Cricket on the Hearth. (Published 1845. Xow included in Christma 
Books.)

Dealings with the Firm of Dombey and Son. (Published in volume form 
1848.) 
Paul Dombey is the liead of the firm Dombey and Son. He has a 
daughter whose existence lie practically ignored because she was not a boy. 
At length a son is born. But when little Paul sees the hght his mother 
dies. The boy, of a sweet and lovable, but old-fashioned disposition, 
is not strong. He is placed in charge of Mrs. Pipchin, but although he 
grows older he grows no stronger. In spite of this, however, he must be 
fitted for his place as " son " in the business, and is placed in Dr. Blim- 
ber's school. The natural consequence follo\\s and little Paul dies. His 
sister Florence is no\A' more distasteful than ever before to her father. She 
is lost in London, robbed by Good Mrs. Brown and brought home by Walter 
Gay. She makes the acquaintance of Walter's uncle, Solomon Gills, and 
his friend Captain Cuttle. Walter is engaged in the office, but is sent by 
James Carker to the Indies, ostensibly as a promotion. On the voyage 
the ship is wrecked. Edith Granger, a proud, high-spirited woman, is married 
to Mr. Dombey. There is no love between them, but Dombey wants her 
" presence," whilst she marries him for his money and position. Mis- 
fortunes then begin. Affection springs up between the second Mrs. Dombey 
and Florence : this displeases Mr. Dombey, and he annoys her by con- 
veying messages of displeasure by his manager, Carker. She elopes \\ ith 
Carker to revenge herself on her husband, and immediately leaves him, 
both as a punishment for his presumption and because she has no love for him. 
Carker follows her, however, and on his return is killed on the railway. Walter, 
who had been supposed lost with the ship, returns home, as also does his 
uncle Solomon Gills. Florence leaves home after being still further ill- 
treated by her father. Walter and Florence are married. After Carker's 
defection it is found that the business requires the utmost care. This 
the head of the firm does not give, and bankruptcy follows. When the 
smash comes Florence returns to her father and persuades him to make 
liis home with them. He is broken in health. His wealth has vanished, 
and he instinctively turns to the daughter he had spurned. Toots, the 
friend of Uttle Paul at Dr. Blimber's, marries Susan Nipper. Harriet 
Carker, sister of John and James Carker, marries Mr. Morfin. Miss Tox 
remains Miss Tox and undertakes the reformation of Robin Toodle. 

The Haunted Man. (Published 1848. Now included in Christmas Books.) 
The burden of the story is " Lord keep my memory green." Redlaw 
is visited by an evil spirit which wipes out his recollections of the sufferings 
he had experienced. He finds, however, that he is in an unfortunate state 
and communicates the evil to others. He is restored by the influence 
of Milly Swidger. 

^The Personal History of David Copperfield. (Published in volume form 
in 1850.) 
David is a posthumous child born at the Rookery, Blunderstone. He 
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is brought up by his mother and Peggotty for several years. Then Mr. 
Murdstone lays siege to his mother. He is sent to Yarmouth with Peggotty, 
where he meets Daniel and Ham Peggotty and Little Emily. On his 
return he finds that his mother is married to Mr. Murdstone. Then begins 
a period of repression and persecution by Murdstone and his sister that 
results in David being sent away to school. His mother's spirit is broken 
and she dies, when David is called home again from Salem House, where 
he has experienced a great deal of ill-treatment, but has made friends 
with Steerforth and Traddles, who become important characters in the 
book. Peggotty marries Barkis, and David is sent into the Murdstone 
and Grinby factory, where he cleans bottles for a few shilhngs weekly. 
His lodgings are with the Micawbers, aaIio no\A' first appear in the story 
and reveal a new phase of hfe to the small boy. This does not con- 
tinue very long, however, as David runs away and takes refuge Anth his 
aunt, Betsey Trotwood, at Dover. He is placed at Dr. Strong's School 
at Canterbury, and lodges -with the Wickfields in the same toAATi, where 
he meets Uriah Heep, then Mr. Wickfield's clerk. After leaving school 
David looks about him, and while doing so spends a short time at Yarmouth 
-sWth the Peggottys. He met Steerforth in London, who accompanied 
him. Steerforth betrays little Emily and they elope, leaving England for 
the continent. David is articled to Spenlow and Jorkins and falls in love 
with Dora Spenlow. Uriah Heep has gained a complete ascendency over 
his employer, and is largely feathering his o-wn nest. Betsey Trotwood 
loses her money, which is in the care of Mr. Wickfield ; she comes up to 
London and surprises David by announcing her loss in her characteristically 
abrupt way. Peggotty's husband dies leaving her provided for. Daniel 
Peggotty sets out on foot in search of Little Emily. David obtains a 
post as secretary to Dr. Strong, assisting him on the Dictionary, and studies 
shorthand with a view^ to reporting. He eventually masters the mystery 
of the art and turns it to good account. Mr. Spenlow dies leaving Dora 
almost unprovided for, and she and David are married. Dora knows 
nothing of household duties and they have many unpleasant experiences. 
Daniel Peggotty succeeds in tracing Emily through the instrumentahty 
of Martha Endell, and they all emigrate to Australia. Micavvber has 
been employed by Uriah Heep, who designs to make a tool of him bj 
advancing small sums of money. But Micawber has been able to colled, 
evidence of Heep's malpractice, which he reveals to Traddles, with th( 
result that Uriah is unmasked. His designs to marry Agnes Wickfield art 
frustrated and he is compelled to refund the money he has appropriated 
part of it being Betsey Trotwood's five thousand pounds. The Micawber,' 
also emigrate to Australia, where something " turns up " and they prosper 
David's child-wife dies and he travels for some time, during which he con 
tinues his literary work and becomes famous. He afterwards marries Agnes 
Steerforth is drowTied off Yarmouth ; and Ham is droA\Tied while attempting 
to rescue him. Peggotty and Betsey Trot-wood live together. Tomnr 
Traddles marries the " dearest girl in the world " and rises to the top of hi 
profession.

John 
jjji {farndyce refuses to take any part in the fight for the Jarndyce money, 
Jut he has as his wards Ada Clare and Richard Carstone, both interested 
n the settlement of the suit. To them comes Esther Summerson, who has 
3een brought up by her aunt Miss Barbary, and afterwards at Creenleaf, 
I school at Windsor kept by ]\Iiss Donny. Esther is companion to Ada, 
3ut she soon becomes housekeeper, and confidant of them all. The two 
rt-ards fall in love one \\ith the other. Richard finds one path in life would 
5uit him just as well as another, and so tries several, \\ith the like result 
ach time of finding something that \\ ould suit him better. The suit brings 
them all into touch with people many and curious, among them Miss FHte, 
ijjj Krook, Snagsby and Jo. Caddy Jellyby is the daughter of a woman with 
i " mission." Caddy has no Uking for the " mission," or the work it entails. 
She becomes the friend of Esther Summerson. Lawrence Boythorn is a

,;[ 'Dedlock. Tulkinghorn is the family lawyer of the Dedlocks, and he dis- 
jfj ibovers a "' past" of Lady Dedlock, using the information to terrorise liis victim. 
[ij jLady Dedlock is interested in the death of Captain Hawdon, who, as Nemo, 
„, had executed law copjdng for Snagsby. George Rouncewell, Mr. George, 
-^ had been liis orderly. The secret, wliich is not revealed in the book till 
^ much later, is that Esther Summerson was the illegitimate daughter of 
,1 Captain Hawdon and Lady Dedlock before she married. Lady Dedlock

I from John Jarndyce, and from a sense of duty, as well as for other reasons, 
J attempts to stifle her affection for Allan Woodcourt, Tulkinghorn threa- 
I tens to reveal Lady Dedlock's secret on the morrow, but he is found dead. 
,^ I Suspicion falls on George Rouncewell, who had visited him earher, and 
those who know something of Lady Dedlock's circumstances suspect her. 
But the crime is traced by Inspector Bucket to Mademoiselle, Lady Dedlock's 
maid. Lady Dedlock has left home, however, and Inspector Bucket, accom- 
panied by Esther, endeavour to trace her ; they find her — dead at the 
gate of the cemetery where Captain Hawdon lies buried. John Jarndyce 
finds that although Esther will marry him her heart has been given to 
Allan. Secretly he prepares a home for them and they are married. Richard 
Carstone dies leaving Ada with a httle son. The suit has consumed the 
estate in costs,"and the case was never settled, but the shock was more than 
d| Richard could' stand, broken as his health was. Caddy Jellyby marries 
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Prince Turveydrop. Phil Squod and Mr George are installed at Chesney 
Wold in the service of Sir Leicester Dedlock. 

^ Hard Times for these Times. (Pubhshed in volume form 1854.) 

Hard Times draws a picture showing the futility of eliminating' 
love and kindness from human life and intercourse. Thomas Gradgrind 
professes to rule his Hfe and those dependent upon him according to fact 
and logical calculation. He has a friend, Josiah Bounderby, millowner 
and banker. Cissy Jupe is left by her father friendless in Coketown and 
is taken into the home of the Gradgrinds. Gradgrind's son, of the same 
name, is a selfish and cunning rascal ; when he is old enough he has a stool 
in Bounderby's Bank. Louisa, his sister, marries Bounderby, but without 
affection. Tom uses his sister both before and after her marriage without 
scruple to further his own ends. Even tliis is not sufficient, however, to 
cover his needs, and he appropriates the Bank money, arranging matters 
so that it appears a robbery has been committed. Suspicion is directed 
against Stephen Blackpool. Louisa arranges to elope with Harthouse, 
who has come to Coketown on pohtical business ; instead of doing so she 
flies to her father. But the arrangements have been overheard by Boun- 
derby's housekeeper, Mrs. Sparsit, who eagerly embraces the opportunity 
of doing some mischief to Louisa by carrying the tale to her husband. 
Bounderby hurries in turn to tell the tale to Gradgrind, but finds not only 
that Louisa has been before him, but that she is sheltered there. He re- 
fuses to Hsten to any one and offers Louisa a choice ; the result is that she 
remains with her father. A reward is offered for the arrest of Blackpool, 
who has left the town in search of work. His friend Rachael endeavours 
to clear his name, and ultimately she and Cissy find him injured at the 
bottom of a disused shaft. He dies. Tom leaves Coketown. His fathei 
follows him, and is in turn followed by Bitzer, who secures Tom ; but with 
the assistance of Sleary and his company Gradgrind is able to effect 
his son's escape. Bounderby dies in a fit. Cissy Jupe marries ; and 
Gradgrind sorts liis ideas afresh. 

■► Little Dorrit. (Pubhshed in volume form 1857.) 

Wilham Dorrit, a prisoner in the Marshalsea. He has been there for sc 
many years that he has become the " Father of the Marshalsea." Littk 
Dorrit, his daughter Amy, is engaged casually by Mrs. Clennam, Wliile 
there she is seen by Arthur Clennam, who has just returned to this country 
Clennam attempts to assist the family, but the circumlocution of the Cir- 
cumlocution Office renders it impossible. He enters into partnershij 
with Daniel Doyce and almost falls in love Avith " Pet " Meagles. Sht 
however marries Henry Gowan, an artist \^dthout much steadiness of char- 
acter. Flora Fincliing, a uidow, and daughter of Mr. Casby, was a formei 
sweetheart of Clennam's, but he has lost whatever love he may have hac 
for her, although she is still arch and coy in an elephantine way. Litth 
Dorrit's father inherits a large fortune. He leaves the prison and travels: 
on the Continent. His wealth makes liim proud and condescending i 
it has a similar effect on Fanny and Edward, his son and elder daughterj 
only Amy and his brother Wilham are unaffected by the sudden accessior 
of wealth. Fanny marries Edward Sparkler, the son of Mrs. Merdle by £ 
former husband. Mr. Merdle is a financial magnate of the first water 
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sneilwith whom Clennam and Dorrit, as well as many others, are persuaded 

' I to invest their money. The inevitable crash follows. The Dorrits are 

j ruined ; Clennam is ruined. Fortunately Mr. Dorrit himself died before 

! the disclosure. Clennam relinquishes everything to the creditors and 

tiiij I becomes an inmate of the Marshalsea. Little Dorrit finds him and nurses 

rin( [ him through an ilhiess. His partner Doyce returns and reinstates him 

in the firm, and he and Litte Dorrit are married. This is the warp of the 

story. Crossing it at intervals is the dark shadow of Rigaud, the villain 

adventurer, who blackmails JMrs. Clemiam on the strength of his know- 

iDK ' ledge of her secret. He is buried in the ruins of Mrs. Clennam's house.

vA Tale of Two Cities. (Published in volume form 1859.) 

Dr. Manettc has been incarcerated in the Bastille for many years. His 
daughter Lucie and Mr. Lorry from Tellson's Bank repair to Paris to bring 
the released prisoner to London. His reason has suffered, but under the 
fostering care of his daughter his mind and body both improve. Charles 
Damay, who has reUnquished his title and all claim on the French estates 
of the family, is tried at the Old Bailey on a charge of treason — a serious 
one at this period of the French Revolution : he is acquitted largely through 
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a resemblance he bears to Sydney Carton, a la-vsyer in the court. Carton, 
a dissolute genius, Stryver, and Damay all aspire to the hand of Lucie 
Manette. Darnay is accepted and marries Lucie : Carton has too good 
a knowledge of his own shortcomings, but he is ready to do anything for 
Lucie's happiness. Darnay goes to Paris to secure the hberation of Gabelle, 
and is himself imprisoned as an aristocrat. Lucie and Dr. Manette go 
to Paris to liis rehef and secure his release ; but he is rearrested at once 
on another charge and sentenced by the Tribunal. Sydney Carton under- 
takes the work at tliis point. By his knowledge of the antecedents of 
the spy, who has become a turnkey, he obtains admission to the prison, 
where he impersonates Darnay. Darnay and his friends all succeed in 
escaping from France — ^IVIiss Pross with the greatest difficulty, lea\dng 
Madame Defarge dead beliind her. Jerry Cruncher relinquishes his trade 
of body-snatcher. And Sydney Carton dies beneath the blade of the guillo- 
tine.

1857.) 

A series of articles written by Dickens and Wilkie Collins, describing a 
hoHday tour. 

Hunted Down. (:.*ublished 1860.) 

The story of the pursuit of Mr. Juhus Shnkton by Mr. Meltham, and 
liis ultimate detection. Shnkton poisons his niece, who was married to 
Meltham, and attempts to poison Meltham, who had assumed another 
name. 

The Uncommercial Traveller. (Pubhshed in volume form 1861.) 

Travel papers from home and abroad deahng \\dth many subjects 
grave and gay. 

TV Great Expectations. (Pubhshed in volume form 1861.) 

Pip is introduced as a very small orphan boy, being " brought up 
by hand " by his sister, wiie of Joe Gargery, blacksmith in a village in 
the Kentish marshes. He falls in \^'ith a convict escaped from the marshes, 
who terrifies him into purloining food and a file. Pip sees his convict cap- 
tured with another by the soldiers, and his petty theft is not discovered. 
Tilings go on in their quiet way, Pip meantime being educated at the village 
dame-school, until he is taken by Uncle Pumbleehook to play with Miss 
Havisham. Miss Havisham is a demented lady who was deserted on 
the eve of her wedding. Miss Havisham's only companion is Estella, whom 
she is bringing up to break men's hearts. The girl begins early and prac- 
tises on Pip. His visits to IMiss Havisham cease, however, and he is appren- 
ticed to Joe Gargery, Miss Havisham paying for his indentures. Joe's 
" man," Orhck, entertains a deadly hatred for Pip, and almost murders 
Mrs. Joe, although the perpetrator of the crime is not discovered until long 
afterwards. The Great Expectations enter into the story when Mr. Jaggers 
takes Pip to London to make a gentleman of him. The secret benefactor 
is beheved to be Miss Havisham. Pip quickly adapts himself to his new 
circumstances, spending money at a great rate. He shares chambers 
with Herbert Pocket, and is tutored by his friend's father. Tliis continues 
for some years until the return of Provis reveals to Pip that he does not 
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owe his rise to IMiss Havisham, but to the convict whom ho had assisted 
i whilst a, httle boy in the marshes. The great business then is to secure 
the safety of Provis, who is in instant danger of capture. Their plans are 
all laid, and the boat from which they are to board the steamer far dow n 
the river. But on the very brink of success Provis is recaptured througli 
the instrumentahty of Compeyson, a fellow convict, and the man who liad 
so cruelly wrecked JVliss Havisham's life. Provis is sentenced to death, 
but tlie injuries he received in liis endeavour to escape prove fatal, and he 
dies before his execution takes place. Pip now finds himself penniless, 
and soon after he passes through a serious illness. He recovers to find 
that Joe has nursed liim and has paid his debts. He goes down home, 
intending to propose to Biddy, the homely friend of his childhood, but learns 
that she has married Joe, whose wife died as a result of the injuries inflicted 
by Orhck. Miss Havisham dies, and Estella marries Bentley Drummle, 
who leads her an unhappy hfe until his death. Pip becomes a clerk in 
Herbert's fu-m and ultimately becomes a partner. He pays a visit to 
England, and accidentally meets Estella, whom he marries. 

Our Mutual Friend. (PubHshed in volume form in 1865.) 

Old Harmon has made an enormous fortune as a dust contractor, which 
he leaves to his son on condition that he marries Bella Wilfer. The son 
on liis return to England is supposed to be drowned and the money is in- 
herited by Mr. Bofi&n. Young John Harmon is not drowned, however, 
but adopts the names first of Julius Handford and then of John Rokesmith, 
and becomes the private secretary of Mr. Boffin. The Boffins take a large 
mansion and adopt Bella. John falls in love with Bella, but she repulses 
him as only the secretary. Mrs. Boffin discovers Rokesmith's identity, 
and they all concoct a plot by which Bella's interest and love are to be 
aroused. Boffin feigns to be a miser and abuses his secretary in season and 
out of season until the end is attained and John and Bella are married. 
The simple deception is continued, however, for some time, until Rokesmith 
is arrested by the pohce for his own murder. The revelation is then made. 
Side by side with this are at least two other stories : Gaffer Hexam is a 
questionable riverside character who is accused by his former accomplice, 
Rogue Riderhood, of the murder of Harmon, but on the evening of his 
arrest he is found drowned. His son and daughter, Lizzie and Charley, 
separate. Charley has been secretly educated and becomes a pupil- 
teacher and, later on, a full-fledged schoolmaster. Lizzie supports herself 
and meets Eugene Wrayburn, the friend of Mortimer Lightwood, the lawyer 
entrusted with Mr. Boffin's affairs. Eugene does not know whether he 
is serious or not in liis intentions, but he arouses the intense jealousy of 
Bradley Headstone, the superior of Charley Hexam. Headstone attempts 
to murder Eugene up the river, where he has pursued Lizzie. Rogue Rider- 
hood has become a deputy lockkeeper, and discovers Headstone's dark secret. 
He uses it to obtain hush-money from his victim, but Headstone is driven 
mad by his thoughts and his jealousy, and commits suicide, drowning Rogue 
at the same time. Eugene recovers and marries Lizzie. A friend of Lizzie's 
is the girl Cleaver, Jemiy Wren. She is a dolls' dressmaker and obtains 
her pieces from Riah the Jew, who is ostensibly Pudsey and Co. In reality 
Pudsey and Co. are Fascination Eledgeby. Fascination enters into an 
agreement with Alfred Lammle to pay him a sum of money on Lammlu 
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bringing about his (Fledgeby's) marriage witli Georgina Podsnap. Lammle 
is a fortune hunter who has married Miss Akersham, only to discover that 
she also is a fortune hunter. Having no fortune between them they are 
obliged to live by their wits. The marriage scheme falls through, and 
Fledgeby ruins Lammle by buying up bills against him. Lammle dis- 
covers his duplicity and administers a sound thrashing before leaving 
England. When Boffin comes into his fortune he emploj^s Silas Wegg, a 
man " with a wooden leg " to read to him. Wegg is a precious rascal 
who thinks he has discovered a will that will dispossess his employer, and 
threatens him with absolute ruin. He takes a man named Venus into 
his confidence, but Venus has no liking for the part, and informs Mr. Boffin 
of the plot. The will turns out to be valueless, having been invahdated 
by one of a later date. The grand climax is reached when Wegg is un- 
masked and turned out, and the real state of affairs is revealed to Bella. 
Venus marries Pleasant Riderhood.

Holiday Romance. (Pubhshed 1868.) 

King Watkins the First has many children, but his eldest cliild is AHcia, 
who is mother to her brothers and sisters and housewife as well. Her 
godmother gives her a magic fishbone, which for one occasion only will 
bring her what she wishes for. She keeps the fishbone until the King's 
money is all gone and he is unable to get any more anywhere, ^hen 
she wishes for Quarter Day. It is Quarter Day and the King's salary 
falls down the chimney. The Princess Alicia is married by her godmother 
to Prince Certainpersonio. 
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^Mystery of Edwin Drood. (Published in volume form 1870.) 

This, the last novel, was never completed, and various guesses have 
been made from time to time of the conclusion. The scene is laid in Clois- 
terham. John Jasper is the choirmaster of Cloisterham Cathedral and 
uncle and uuardian of Edwin Drood, but secretly he is addicted to the 
opium liabit. Edwin Drood is a young engineer who has been betrothed 
by his late father to Rosa Bud. Edwin and Rosa do not feel tliat they 
love one another sufficiently to marry. Neville and Helena Landless 
come to Cloisterham, the latter to the Nun's House, the former to study 
under the Rev. Crisparkle. They make the acquaintance of Edwin and Rosa. 
A quarrel arises between the two young men, and this John Jasper fans 
and magnifies. Jasper is in love with Rosa, although ignorant that she 
and Edwin have proposed to be brother and sister only in their affections. 
Crisparkle intervenes and tlie J'^oung men become rwonciled. They both 
visit Jasper on Christmas Eve. After the event EdA\in disappears and 
Neville is arrested on the charge of having murdered him. He is released, 
however, but leaves Cloisterham and takes up his residence in London. 
Rosa ffies to London to her guardian on account of Jasper's unwelcome 
attentions ; and Helena joins her brother. Two new characters enter the 
story at this point. Lieutenant Tarter, and Datchery. The latter is a 
mysterious old man generally beUeved to be one of the other characters 
disguised. What place he had to fill can only be guessed, nor can the 
murderer of Edwin be singled out with any certainty. 

Miscellaneous Papers, Plays and Poems. (Published in volume form 1908.) 
These miscellaneous essays and tracts are gathered from several perio- 
dicals and spread over a period from 1838 to 1869. They do not warrant 
a minute analysis here, but a list of the contents will be found under the 
abbreviations.

Introduction 

'wo extremes have been the fashion at different times and with different 

eople : on the one hand it has been asserted that all Dickens's charact(>rs 

nd places had originals on which they were founded, and protot3q)es have 

een found or imagined ; on the other hand it has been stated, on Avhat should 

e good authority, that with a few notable exceptions the novelist 

ad no real people or scenes in his mind's eye when he drew the exquisite 

ictures wliich are caricature and human nature at the same time. To me 

|t appears that neither of these rather ^^■holesale statements is correct. It 

3 quite obvious to any one who" feels " as he reads that Dickens was not 

.n imaginative writer. It is impossible to imagine his having written a 

story from his oa^ti fancy : even his fairy stories, the tales of the spirits, 

he goblins, and sprites are not fanciful ; each one is a moral, a sentiment, 

)r a thought masquerading veiy heavily in a flimsy disguise. The char- 

icters are evidently founded on the men and A\omen and children of 

dl classes, of various nations, and of innumerable dispositions which 

ostled him in the street, and the field-path, in the village imi, and in the 

lotel, and at every point of his varied life. An almost infallible memory 

jiiade possible what might otherwise appear improbable. From this it 

'ollows that each character was portrayed from a vivid and permanent jjic- 

iture in the author's mind ; but it is equally certain that each of tlicse mind 

Ipictures was a very composite photograph, the characteristics of many men 

]3ntering into the making of one portrait. Even those characters which are 

iadraittedly based upon actualities, such as Harold Skimpole, cannot be attri- 

ibuted to one original — in this case alone at least two men entered into the 

[making of one minor character. It is therefore useless to hope to identify in 

Ithe world of names and addresses all those people who have sat consciouslj^ 

jor unconsciously to the facile pen of the great writer. 

The case is somewhat different with regard to the localities and the houses 
which enter so largely into the novels. It is impossible to point to any 
jnovelist in the English language in which locality and local colour play so 
limportant a part. And the thin disguise covering the identity of some of the 
[scenes leaves no doubt that the place, and the one place only, is being described, 
[although the one place may be typical of a whole class. But even places and 
I houses are sometimes composite, as were the characters, instancing Jasper's 
I Gatehouse, which is neither of the gatehouses in Rochester, but is all three of 
j them. That real places entered into even the apparently minor scenes of the 
I novels is evident from Dickens telling his daughter, many years after the 
'publication of Pickwick, that a certain spot was where tlie redoubtable 
I nimrod lost his whip. The scene was a picture drawn with a fine sweep on 
large canvas and touched in with the inimitable individuality of the author. 
In estimating the probabihty, or otherwise, of originals having existed 
for this character or that place, it is necessary to probe the psychology of

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the \rater as expressed in liis works — in short, as jMt. ]\Iicawber would say, 
to feel vdih him and think \nth him, to aUow ourselves to be carried alonj 
on the stream of the story. An array of facts, with a counter array of facts 
on the negative side, are of Httle value in the analysis of the thoughts of » 
man whose braia probably teemed with, plots and plans and characters and 
incidents. And there is probably no better example of the development 
the expansion, and the growth of Dickens's thought than that expressed 
in Pickwick. One can see there the young author feeling his feet, and as b ' 
gains assurance, allo%Wng his satire freer play, pointing his wit more broacll 
and indicating more clearly the places and people who were hekiJ 
up to his kindly ridicule or roundly abused for their betrayal of theii i 
trust or the pubHcgood. To indicate the way in which this development U 
made itself felt it is necessary only to lightly sketch the salient features o j 
the topography of the work. ! 

Rochester is avowedly Rochester, but there is notliing against Rochestf^ 
in Pickwick — when it is treated disparaging^ it becomes " Dulborough. 
Muggleton, however, and the people and places in connection with it arel f 
disguised most thorouglily, and yet it is probable that the picture is nothingj i 
more than a humorous caricature of Gravesend. Farther on in the book tl> ' 
placenames are more obvious. Ipswich, Bath, and Bun,* are named, althoug 
the mention of the Mayor of Ips^dch must have given rise to a great de 
of chaff to that individual in the flesh. But the name of " Boz " was b}' th: 
time a household word, and the famous young wTiter could do many tliing- 
he would not have ventured on a few months previously. In the same wayi 
the disguise of Justice Stareleigh was so thin that Gazlee Mas immediately* 
recognized. But Mr. Wardle has not yet been identified \\ith the certaint 
that could be desired. 

The allusion to the identitj?- of Mr. Wardle reminds me that I have been ^ 
informed that a farm " Dingle Dell," corresponding in every respect 4 
to the Manor Farm, Dingley Dell, and o\A"ned by an Enghsh Yeoman, the 4 
prototj^pe of Wardle, existed in the early part of the nineteenth century, 'i 
somewhere betAveen Gravesend and Rochester. This is an old family tradi-li 
tion which may or may not be founded on fact — there is an ilhmi table fundjf 
of anecdote and story to be gleaned from Kentish family tradition — but as I't 
have been unable to verify it by a search through early directories and 
local papers, I have been obliged to omit it from my " originals." 

One peculiar feature of Dickens and his work seldom sufficiently alloAVr 
for is the fact that he was a novelist by intention. Some ^oTiters vrc'r 
to please themselves, or because they have a mission, or it may be for t]\. 
sake of the poimds, shiUings and pence wliich so many thousands of word: ' 
represent, while the motives of others are a conglomeration of all three 
Dickens, however, was, or appears to have been, actuated by the singula 1^ 
idea of amusing and interesting his readers, the people. Tliis sohcitude fo: ' 
the people was revealed in liis politics and his political writings, and was dui ^ 
possibly to the histrionic strain that manifested itself in his amateur theatri '■ 
cals and in his lectures. I can think of no closer simile than that of an act 
acting — acting and conscious meanwhile that he is acting. The knowled 
lends itself to the highest art, while it inflicts an enormous strain on the act 
or AATiter, and, above all, it produces a mind wliich cannot be measured ' 
the ordinary rules of thought nor gauged by the hmitations of ordinary ide^- 
The conscious artist has an eye for liis pubHc and posterity, for the super k 
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t] [il and for the heart of things. His art is not to produce the perfect work 
t ifatisfy the arbitrary canons of his o^^-n taste, but to draw forth the accla- 
r itions of his readers. It is this that has led to the otherwise incompre- 
-I: ^sible state of affairs when Dickens is condemned as a mountebank, and 
.J jded as a wit, praised as a humorist and sneered at as a caricaturist 
0. j lie small beer of humanity : read and re-read as a transcendental limner 
: |he everlasting traits of human nature ; and thrown aside as the originator 
■: he gutter press. And he is not only a great artist but a bold man who will 
: e to tlirow down the gauntlet to posterity in the firm faith that 
ii matter how much the dogs may snarl and snap in the arena the \Aork of 
i.1 genius will endure.

; y are the mediocrity of genius. The world-genius who demands with

Rer. Bacon as Bacon does not possess it, but Shakespeare whether as 
iself or as Bacon is the age-long embodiment of the conscious possession 
genius with the power of grasping by personal force a commensurate 
ognition. Dickens is of this plane and of this class. Many of his admir- 
will say that I have belittled the genius of the writer when I endeavour 
show that he was aware of his lustrous possession, and wrote with an 
i^ to its proper setting and perpetuation. This is not true. I have added 
age to his genius. 

One sometimes wonders where the vivid compelling charm of Dickens 
in his works. Obviously it is" not in the beauty of the language ; some- 
f(?:ies his construction is ungrammatical, and in other cases it is harsh and 
(ipced. There is none of that limpid poetry in prose that gives a fascination 
^.^ the writings of some authors who have nothing more to put into them. 
,^ ere are, in fact, very few elaborately drawn scene pictures, and few of the 
,]j! iracters are dressed in a point-to-point fashion with the finicky taste and 
j^tail of a court tailor or dressmaker. Human nature on the whole, how- 
jl,$3r, is the same to-day as it was yesterday ; woad and a girdle of grass are 
Ipjjly names for coats and dresses. Hate, greed, and the lust of body and 
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mind, with their body servants of cant, hypocrisy and duphcity are the same 
now as they were a hundred or a thousand years ago with, perhaps, a 
freer leaven of love and good feeling. One at least of the irresistible attrac- 
tions of the master's works is to be found in his portrayal of people as they 
were. The character may be a composite one, in fact each character usually 
is, but because it is true it is complete. Imagination sees only the broad 
outlines of human nature, with the result that a man is a devil or an 
" angel " according to the immediate requirements of the creator of the char- 
acter. The student of human nature, however, sees that the human character 
is a piece of machinery much more complex than the mechanism of the body. 
It may be said with truth, therefore, that although Dickens drew his char- 
acters from the flesh, he portrayed life as it was, with the inevitable advantage 
that life always appeals to life. 

There are characters in the novels which at first sight appear all black. 
But on a closer acquaintance the tar-brush is found to be streaked with 
lighter shades. Sikes is capable of affection, and of remorse, and of fear. 
The wickedness of Jonas Chuzzlewit is the result of his cupidity and liis 
cowardice. Pecksniff cherished his two daughters. Mag^^'itch had a lasting 
gratitude for Pip. Uriah Heep and his mother loved one another. 
Steerforth was not all rogue. On the other hand, David made many 
errors. Agnes was too indulgent to her father ; and a weaker writer 
would have made her the unconscious instrument or unintentional re^^ard 
of her father's deHverance instead of leaving that release from the bond- 
age of Heep to the accident of Micawber's impecuniosity. There is just 
that difference bet\\'een melodrama and tragedy. The ■ delineator of life 
as it stands is a realist, but the realist can only describe with the faithfulness 
of a journalist the minutiae of filth and indecency, separating the garbage from 
the profitable refuse with the care of a rag-picker. There are other rooms 
in the house than the scullery ? There are other things in the garden than 
the manure ? But for some inexplicable reason the writer who includes in 
his word-picture the rose and the thorn, the dead leaves and the new shoots 
is a caricaturist. On these lines Dickens was a caricaturist. 

There are certain recognized methods of discovering the history of locali 
ties, and in the same way there are methods of conducting the search 
for Dickens' originals. All the work our author can put forth is based oji 
the knowledge he has assimilated and moulded by the fingers of liis genius ; 
therefore we may look for prototjrpes with some hope of discovering th> 
individuals, and with the certainty of learning the nature of the world in 
the early Victorian era and feehng that change which overtook England, ^ 
and the outward appearance and the superficial nature of the men and 
women who inhabited it, with those great changes of the forty years of the 
growth of steam. 

Places have changed and the difficulties of identification are immeasurably 
increased, which, together with the disguise, more or less thin, which Dickens 
often spread over both scenes and characters sometimes make it impossible 
to identify a place with certainty. There will be found amongst other 
identifications in the following pages suggestions as to the originals of Mug- 
gleton, Dingley Dell, the Manor House, and the Ship. Some are doubtful, 
others are more probable. The Ship can be only the Ship and Lobster ; 
Joe's forge can be only the forge at Chalk : but probably it will be impossible 
to demonstrate beyond doubt that Gravesend is the Muggleton of Pickwick. 



INTRODUCTION xxxix 

It does not find a legitimate place in this book to describe the finding of the 
most hkely house in which Dickens' honeymoon M-as spent, but it is most 
interesting as an example of the way in which such things " come about." 

At least two routes have been mapped out as that taken by " Little Nell " 
and her grandfather. And \\hile I do not doubt for a moment that Dickens 
travelled with the people of his brain along a well remembered road and 
met AWth well defined curiosities of humanity which he had fallen in with 
on other roads, I do not think that either route can be pointed to ^^ ith 
certainty. And I think it extremely likely that many roads of real life 
were pressed into the service of the one. No doubt it is a sign of the truth 
that so many places live on the memories of the great novelist, and although 
the fifty-five inns and hotels of Pickwick have dwindled to a paltry dozen, 
the only result so far has been to increase the interest of those remaining. 

With the exception of Bath it is rather curious that Dickens' books deal 
in a great measure with East and South East England, a part of England 
which still appears to enjoy the greatest popularity with the Londoner. 

There are endless phases of the novelist's [works, but even if I were 

able it would not be desirable to deal here with more than those two 

which are responsible for the existence of the book. Of these, the first 

is the belief that it will assist the study of Dickens to be the re-creation 

of the material aspect of the country and town as it was in his day. Quite 

; apart from the possible value of the work as a book of reference, I would 

' fain hope that it will show that Dickens' novels may be relied upon for this 

^ purpose. The second reason for the compilation of the book is a similar one 

*' ! regarding the people of the period. It would be easy to write a vivid descrip- 

'■ : tion, a life-hke picture, of the Victorian era from Dickens' works. Our 

- doubt of the works ; and the accusation of exaggeration, which has been so 

' often levelled against them ; are due to our own ignorance of life at that time,

This is found out, and on his 
way to the prison he poisons himself.

Secretly, how- 
ever, he does what he can to relieve 
Tom Pinch. When the day of retri- 
bution arrives he denounces and dis- 
cards Pecksniff and reinstates Martin 
in his affections.

— The title-character of the 
story is somewhat of a snob in the 
earlier chapters, and the author carries 
him through the narrative until he 
emerges considerate, kind, and withj 
a more moderate idea of himself.ii 
He is brought up to rely on his expec-1 
tations from his grandfather of the, 
same name. He falls in love with 
IMary Graham. This displeases hie 
grandfather, who turns him out. After; 
this ho goes to another relation, Peck-i 
sniff, to learn drawing and designing 
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Owing to the influence of liis grand- 
father, however, Pecksnif? turns him 
out. He then emigrates to America 
with :Mark Tajiley. Their ideas re- 
garding the new continent are scarcely 
realized. Their inoney is invested in 
land in the City of Eden, which is 
described in glowing terms by the 
agent. They discover it to be a 
dismal swamp, fever infected ; without 
drainage, clearings, or houses. Martin 
is attacked by the prevalent fover, 
and is only saved by the attentions of 
Mark Tapley, who, in turn, is stricken 
down. They leave Eden, and with 
the assistance of I\Ir. Beavan return 
to England. Martin goes back to 
Pecksniff's to aclcnowledge his error 
to his grandfather, but is turned from 
the door. He returns to London, and 
eventually finds that liis grandfather 
has been proving Pecksniff's intentions. 
After the denunciation of the hypo- 
critical architect, IMartin finds himself 
reinstated in his uncle's affections, and 
marries Mary Graham.

Murdstone and his sister inaugurate a 
system to train up the mother and to 
break down the cliild, which culminates 
in a dramatic outburst. Da\ad is 
sent to Creakle's school, where he meets 
Steerforth and Traddles, two charac- 
ters who occupy important places in 
the narrative. David's mother and 
her child die and are biiried together : 
David is first neglected and then put 
to the lowest kind of work at the 
counting-house of Murdstone and 
Grinby, in the wine trade. Lodgings 
are taken for him by his stepfather 
with Mr. Micawber. The life is more 
than the sensitive boy can bear and 
he leaves it, tramping on foot to Dover, 
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where he succeeds in finding his aunt. 
His aunt, Betsey Trotwood, puts him 
to a good school in Canterbury. Later 
on he is articled to Messrs. Spenlow and 
Jorkins, proctors. His aunt loses her 
money and he takes to reporting and 
hterary work, in which he succeeds. 
He marries Dora, Spenlow's daughter. 
Spenlow himself having died, leaving 
her only a comparatively small sum. 
Dora dies and ho marries Agnes, the 
daughter of INIr.

About eight-and-forty years of 
age — was rather bald, rather red, 
and though a handsome, well-made 
man, too stern and pompous in 
appearance to be prepossessing. 
On the brow of Dombey, Time 
and his brother Care had set some 
marks, as on a tree that was to 
come down in good time — re- 
morseless twins they are for strid- 
ing tlirough their human forests, 
notching as they go. 

Note. — The existing head of the firm. 
The " house " of Dombey and Son 
fills his horizon. His daughter Florence 
is obnoxious to him because she was 
not bom a boy, and his son Paul is 
weak and dies a child. After this he 
marries again, but the marriage is ren- 
dered an unhapi^y one because there 
is no love, and an infinity of j^ride, 
in both husband and wife. This 
culminates in the elopement of the 
second Mrs. Dombey with Carker, 
the manager for the firm. But having 
punished her husband in this way, she 
immediately leaves Carker as revenge 
on him. Carker leaves the firm in an 
embarrassed position, and Dombey 
now proves himself incapable of 
nursing it over the crisis, and the crash 
comes. His banlo-uptcy has the effect 
of breaking his pride, and when his 
despised daughter comes to him, he 
is persuaded to go with her to her home 
with Walter Gay, where he ends his 
days in the receipt of a nnysterious 
income. 

DOMBEY. Florence. D. and S. i. 
Deep dark eyes, the child in her 
^rief and neglect was so gentle, so 
quiel'i' and uncomplaining ; was 
posse.^sed of so much affection 
that no one seemed to care to 
have ;^- and so much sorrowful 
intellig.ence that no one seemed 
to mind' , or think ao.out the wound- 
ing of. 

Note. — .Florence was the neglected 
sister of little Paul. Paul loves her, 
and she .tends and [nurses him. Ulti- 
mately she' marries Walter Gay, and 
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her father eventually relies upon his 
despised daughter in his adversity. 

DOMBEY. Mrs. Fanny, Wife of 
Dombey and mother of Florence 
and Paul. D. and S. i. 

Chnging fast to that shght spar 
(her little daughter) within her 
arms, the mother drifted out upon 
the dark and unknown sea that 
rolls round all the world. . . . Had 
always sat at the head of his table, 
and done the honours of his table, 
in a remarkably ladyhke and 
becoming manner. 

Note. — Dombey's first wife and 
mother of Florence and Paul. Appar- 
ently a gentle, patient woman, she dies 
at Paul's birth for want of " an effort." 

DOMBEY. Paul, Son of Mr. 

D. and 8. i. 
He M^as a pretty httle fellow ; 
though there was something wan 
and wistful in his small face. His 
temper gave abundant promise of 
being imperious in after Hfe. He 
had a strange, old-fashioned, 
thoughtful way — of sitting brood- 
ing in his miniature armchair ; 
when he looked (and talked) hke 
one of those terrible little beings 
in the fairy tales, who at a hundred 
and fifty, or tAvo hundred years of 
age, fantastically represent the 
children for whom they have been 
substituted. 

Note. — The long-hoped-for heir of the 
house of Dombey and Son. His 
motlier dies at his birth, leaving him 
a frail child, to the care of strangers. 
As he grows his health does not im- 
prove. His father sends him to 
Brighton to the care of Mrs. Pipchin. 
From there he goes to Dr. Blimber's 
school. But this educational hothouse 
does not improve his strength and he t 
returns home. Here he takes to bed, 
and gradually sinks, luitil he leaves the 
" house " without a sviccessor, tended 
to the last by his sister. 

Original : Little Paul Dombey 
is founded upon Harry, the crippled 
son of the Burnetts {who lived in 
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Upper Brook Street, Manchester). 
Mrs. Burnett was Dickens's eldest 
sister Fanny. 

)OMBEY. Second Mrs. 

D. and S. xxi. 
Very liandsome, very hauglity, 
very \Ailful, who tossed her head 
and drooped her eyehds, as though, 
if tliere were anything in all the 
world worth looking into, save a 
mirror, it certainly Mas not the 
earth or sky. Married at eighteen. 

Note. — The second Mrs. Dombey 
was the widow of Colonel Granger 
and the daughter of Mrs. Skewton. 
She makes an unhappy marriage with 
Dombey. She marries him as a 
, business proposition : her beauty in 
return for his wealth and position. 
The two proud spirits clash, and the 
aversion which takes the place of mere 
indifference is fostered by Carker, 
Bombay's manager, with an object in 
view. He believes he has attained 
this object when Edith elopes with 
him. She deliberately takes this course 
to punish her husband, and having 
done so she immediately leaves Carker, 
in this way revenging herself on him 
for his unwelcome attentions. The 
story leaves her seeking oblivion — 
a changed woman to some extent. 

DOMBEY AND SON." The house 
of. (The Firm.) D. and S. i. 

The earth was made for Dombey 
and Son to trade in, and the sun 
and moon were made to give them 
light. Rivers and seas were 
formed to float their ships ; rain- 
bows gave them j^romise of fair 
weather. Stars and planets cir- 
cled in their orbits — to preserve 
inviolate a sj^stem of \\hich they 
were the centre. 

DOMBEY'S HOUSE. Mr. 

D. and S. iii. 
It was a corner house, with 
great wide areas containing cellars 
frowned upon by barred windows, 
and leered at by crooked-eyed 
doors leading to dustbins. It was 
a house of dismal state, with a 
circular back to it, containing a 
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whole suit of drawing-rooms look- 
ing upon a gravelled yard, where 
two gaunt trees, with blackened 
trunks and branches, rattled, 
rather than rustled, their leaves 
were so smoke-dried. 

Original : Pointed out as a Itouse 
at the corner of Mansfield Street 
and Queen Anne Street, between 
Portland Place and Bryanston 
Square, although this is doubtful.

— A 
woman, probably of not less than 
two-and-twenty, she might have 
been passed in the street for little 
more than half that age. At so 
much — or at so little — from eight 
to eight. Little Dorrit was to be 
hired. It was not easy to make 
out Little Dorrit's face ; she was 
so retiring. — Born in the Marshal- 
sea. She was christened one Sun- 
day afternoon, when the turnkey, 
being relieved, was off the lock — 
went up to the font of Saint 
George's Church, and promised, 
and vowed, and renounced on her 
behalf. 
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Note. — Amy Dorrit is the title-char- 
acter of the book. She is the daughter 
of Wilham Dorrit, bom in the Marshal- 
sea. She is the mainstay of her father. 
Being at liberty to leave the prison, 
she goes to ilrs. Clennam's to do needle- 
work, where she meets Arthur, through 
whose assistance her father is released 
from the INIarshalsea. She accompanies I 
her father on his travels. And when 
he dies and their money is lost she 
nurses Arthur Clennam in the same 
old Marshalsea, and after his recovery 
marries him. 

DORRIT. Edward. Tip. L. D. vi. 
Tip tired of everything . . . his 
small second mother got him into 
a Avarehouse, into the hop trade, 
into the law again, into an auction- 
eer's, into a brewery, into a stock- 
broker's, into the law again, into 
a coach-office, etc., etc. . . . but 
whatever Tip went into, he came 
out of tired, announcing that he 
had cut it. 

Note. — Tip was the brother of Little 
Dorrit. His sister obtained numerous 
situations for him, but he is too deeply 
imbued with the spirit of the Marshal- 
sea to remain long in any employment. 
He is in his majesty when the family 
inherit their wealth, but is returned to 
his natural element bj^ their loss of it. 

DORRIT. Fanny. L. D. vii. 

Became a dancer. A pretty 
girl of far better figure and much 
more developed than Little Dorrit, 
though looking younger in the face 
when the t^^■o were observed 
together. 

Note. Fanny is the spoilt elder f 
sister of Little Dorrit. When the story 
opens she is a dancer where her uncle 
is in the orchestra. Mr. Sparkler 
is infatuated with her, but Fanny is 
bought off by Mrs. Merdle. Later on 
when the Dorrits acquire wealth, 
Fanny again meets the Sparkler and 
they are married. 

Original : Fanny Dorrit is said 
to have been founded in some 
measure on Dickens'' sister Fanny. 
The name has been traced to the 
huryin^-ground in Rochester, ivhere 
" Fanny Dorrett " was found on a 
stone. 
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DORRIT. Frederick, Brother of 
William Dorrit. L. D. vii. 

He was dirtily and meanly 
dressed, in a threadbare coat, once 
blue, reaching to his ankles and 
buttoned to his chin, where it 
vanished in the pale ghost of a 
velvet collar — a confusion of grey 
hair and rusty stock and buckle 
A\iiich altogetlier nearly poked 
his hat off. A greasy hat it ^^■as, 
and a napless. His trousers were 
so long and loose, and his shoes so 
clumsy and large, that he shuffled 
like an elephant. 

Note. — Brotlier of Mr. ^^'illiam Dorrit, 
He is a clarionet player in a small 
theatre orchestra. When his brother 
enters on his inheritance Frederick 
accompanies the family on its travels, 
when he is the principal companion of 
Little Dorrit. 

DORRIT. Mrs., Wife of debtor. 

L. D. \n. 
Came — with a little boy of three 
years old. and a httle girl of t\^o 
.... When his youngest child 
(Little Dorrit) was eight years old, 
his wife, who had long been 
languishing away of her o^^■n 
inherent weakness — not that she 
retained any greater sensitiveness 
as to her place of abode than he 
did — went upon a visit to a poor 
friend and old nurse in the country, 
and died there. 

DORRIT. WiUiam, A debtor in 
the Marshalsea. L. D. vi. 

A very amiable and very help- 
less middle-aged gentleman — shy 
retiring man ; w ell-looking, though 
in an effeminate style ; with a mild 
voice, curhng hair, and irresolute 
hands — rings upon the fingers in 
those days — which nervously wan- 
dered to his trembling lips a hun- 
dred times in the first half-hour of 
his acquaintance with the jail. 
The Father of the Marshalsea. . . . 
Brought up as a gentleman . . . 
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with the soft manner and white 
hair. 

Note. — First introduced as the Futlior 
of the Marshalsea. a prisoner for debt 
for some twenty-five years. He was 
dependent upon his daughter, Little 
Dorrit, to a very larRO extent, but ho 
was looked up to by all the other 
])risoners, largely on account of " his 
family." Later on he inherits a very 
largo estate which has lain unclaimed 
and has accumulated. Ho imme- 
diately travels in a stylo fitting his now 
rank, engaging INIrs. General as a com- 
panion for his daughters. He makes 
himself rather ridiculous. His long 
imprisonment has had its effect on 
him. Not only are his ideas somewhat 
old, but his mind has become a little 
impaired. Through it all Little Dorrit 
comforts him. He is taken ill at a 
dinner-party given by the Merdlos, 
calling on Bob the Marshalsea turnkey 
to assist liim. A few daj's later he dies 
under tho impression that he is still in 
tlie })rison, giving instructions to pawn 
his jewellery to purchase delicacies. 
His vast wealth has been handed over 
to Mr. Merdle, and when the great 
financier breaks, the Dorrits' money is 
gone. 

Original : A foundation for the 
name has been found in the name 
of a prisoner Dorreit, confined, in 
the King's Bench at the time 
Dickens' father was in one of the 
debtor's 'prisons. 

DORRIT 'S ROOM. In Marshalsea, 
Mr. L. D. viii. 

The bare walls had been coloured 
green, evidently by an unskilled 
hand, and were poorly decorated 
with a few prints. The window 
was curtained, and the floor 
carpeted ; and there were shelves 
and pegs, and other such con- 
veniences, that had accumulated 
in the course of years. It was a 
close, confined room, poorly fur- 
nished ; and the chimney smoked 
to boot, but constant care had 
made it neat, and — comfortable.

And at a general meeting at 
Mrs. Wickfield's house, Uriah is de- 
nounced. As some recompense for this 
undoubted service, Micawber is enabled 
to emigrate to Australia. From a 
paper which David Copperfield receives 
from Mr. Peggotty we learn that Mr. 
Micawber prospered at Port Middlebay 
and became a magistrate.

The son Edward, at 
the age of eighteen, left his mother, 
after robbing her, and spent his money 
wildly and shamelessly. His mother, 
just before her deatli, disclosed the 
secret of the will, and bequeathed to 
him the letter she had withheld, to- 
gether with her deadly hatred. Edward 
Leeford, or Monks, as he is more gener- 
ally termed, entered into the object with 
wholehearted villany. He finds Oliver 
in Fagin's hands, and bribes the Jew 
to force him into crime. This evil 
design is frustrated largely by Nancy's 
evidence, and Monks is forced by Mr. 
Bro^^Tilow and the others to relinquish 
half the remainder of his father's large 
fortime to Oliver. The other moiety, 
amounting to little more than tlxree 
thousand pounds. Monks retains. He 
emigrates to the New World, biit soon 
returns to his former courses and ends 
his days in prison.

political ; and it was interested it 
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cricket. The market, though not a 
" square," was a very large open 
hall. And at the time Pickwick 
was written, a long low inn stood 
at the corner of one of the approaches 
to the market. It is difficult, if not 
impossible, to describe vnth any 
certainty the houses at that time, but 
it is of additional interest to note 
\ that in the chase after Jingle the 
" stages " coincide very ivell ivith 
those of the book, except that there 
is one, rather vaguely introduced 
in the book, which cannot be placed 
on the road. Additional evidence 
is found in ' ' Pickwickian manners 
arid customs.''^ There Mr. Fitz- 
_gerald draws attention to a passage 
in Miss Dickens'' " My father as I 
recall him / " " The late Miss 
Dickens — ' Mamie ' as she ivas affec- 
tionately called — in her pleasing 
and very natural little book, has 
casually dropped a hint which puts 
us on the right track. When driving 
with her on the ' beautifid back road 
to Cobham once, he [her father] 
pointed out a spot. There it was, he 
said, where Mr. Pickwick dropped 
his whip.' The distressed travellers 
had to walk some tivelve or fourteen 
miles — abo^^t the distance of Muggle- 
ton — which was important enough 
to have a mayor and corporation, 
etc. We ourselves have walked this 
road and it led us to Gravesend.'" 
It is worth noting, too, that Dickens 
was extremely interested i7i this 
portion of Kent at the time the early 
chapters of Pickwick were appearing, 
See also Dinghy Dell. 

The feature of the cricket match 
finds its origin in the Gravesend 
Club, ivhich at that iimewas amongst 
the best known in the county. The 
matches took place between Graves- 
end and Chalk, where Dickens was 
stopping, and they invariably ter- 
minated ivith a cold dinner or 
supper, or were broken by a cold 
lunch to the visitors. More fre- 
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quently the former, however, when, 
judging from early newspapers, 
the club and the visitors did justice 
to the viands both solid and licjuid : 
all, it will be remembered, quite in 
keeping with the story.

But dislikes the for- 
mer and endeavours in every way pos- 
sible to thwart him and even to ruin his 
futm-e. Eventually he finds his evil 
plans recoil on himself, and he hangs 
himself in his house in Golden Square. 
His relatives take no steps to secure 
his ill-gotten wealth, and it falls to the 
Crown.

The eloquent Pickwick, with one 
hand gracefully concealed behind 
his coat-tails, and the other waving 
in air, to assist his glowing decla- 
mation ; his elevated position 
revealing those tights and gaiters, 
which, had they clothed an ordi- 
nary man, might have passed 
without observation, but which, 
when Pick^\dck " clothed them"— 
if we may use the expression — 
inspired voluntary awe and respect. 

Note. — The founder of the club from 
which the Papers take theu- rise. 
Originally a somewhat eccentric and 
almost unlovable character, he deve- 
lops into a genial, jolly old gentleman. 
The gradual change was intentional, 
or at all events Dickens was aware of 
it. We are first introduced to the 
General Chairman of the Pickwick 
Club, at a club meeting, but the fabric 
of the club as a vehicle for the episodes 
of the story is soon relinquished. The 
reason for this is explained in the pre- 
face to " Pickwick," but it is too 
lengthy for insertion here. When in 
London, Mr. Pickwick resided in Gos- 
well Road, but except for the incident 
giving rise to the " Trial," neither the 
lodgings nor the landlady are essential. 
Most of the adventm-es take place in 
Kent, Bath, or in the various parts of 
London. Reference may be made to 
the places the Pickwickians visited and 
the friends and enemies they met and 
made. The outline of the story, so 
far as it is a connected story and has 
an outline, is this : Mr. Pickwick, 
accompanied by Tupraan, Snodgrass, 
and Winkle, sets out on his travels. 
Their fii'st objective is Rochester, and 
the Three Towns. While attending a 
grand review at Chatham they meet 
Mr. Wardle and his family. (-See 
Dingley Dell, and Muggleton). Later 
on they set out on an expedition to 
Eatanswill— tr/irc^ see. The breach of 
promise case between Mrs. Bardell and 
Mr. Pickwick is the most connected 
theme of the book, and is the medium 



for some of the best descriptions of law 
life and com't practice of the time. 
The Bath expedition is of value, as it 
contains a small piece of corroborative 
evidence regarding the house in wliich 
Dickens spent the honeymoon of his 
marriage in 1836. The Manor House, 
at Chalk, is usually described as that 
in which the then young and little- 
known author spent his honeymoon 
and wrote some of the earlier chapters 
of Pickwick, biit evidence, brought to 
light during the last two years, or 
thereabouts, points to a small weather- 
boarded cottage not far distant from 
the Manor House, as the place. Stated 
succinctly, the evidence is as follows : 
Witnesses in the village of Chalk testi- 
fied that no yoxing married couple 
stayed at the Manor House in 1836, 
while such an event occinred at the 
cottage. The Manor House was then 
in the occupation of a French surgeon 
M. Lereaux, a gentleman of means 
who did not take lodgers, while 'Mrs. 
Craddock, the landlady of the cottage, 
did " do for them." The belief, the 
outcome of an ignorant mixing of the 
character with the author, still exists 
in the village, that Mr. Pickwick 
stayed at the unpretentious cottage. 
Mr. Pickwick refuses to pay costs and 
damages in the breach of promise case, 
and spends some time in the Fleet 
Prison. Dodson and Fogg, however, 
commit Mrs. Bardell to the same prison 
on her inability to pay her costs. This 
moves Mr. Pickwick to pay costs of both 
himself and Mrs. Bardell, and so effect 
the release of both. He resigns his mem- 
bership of the Pickwick Club, wliich 
thereafter dissolves, and retires into 
private life at Dulwich.

I^ittle Nell and her grandfather an* 
caught in a thunderstorm one evening 
and take i-efugo in a public-house, " The 
Valiant Soldier." Here they find 
three men playing cards, and the okl 
man's dominant passion is roused. 
Little Nell is imalilo to deter him from 
playing, and finds him on another 
occasion playing with the same gang, 
and being persuaded to rob Mrs. 
Jarley. Nellie can see only one path 
open — " to again wander forth " ; this 
they do. Tliey again meet with the 
poor schoolmaster, who is instrumental 
in obtaining a post for them in the same 
village as that to which he has been 
appointed clerk. They enter upon the 
quiet, peaceful life with thanksgiving, 
but Nellie's health has been destroyed, 
and she sinks and dies and is buried in 
the old church. The direction of 
Nell's flight has been much discussed, 
but it cannot be laid down witli cer- 
taintj'.
